A Democratic Boomerang. 


The d&nccraMc eomniittcG has tried tc 


mnkn the utmost out of tho republican Post- 
nafiter Elector in Vermont, but this com- 
mittee 1ms had its own calculations very

.hero are six democratic electors in the 
Southern states whoso political disabilities 
aave never been removed, and who conse- 
quently are not qualified to act as electors.

disabilities have boon elected electors, it 
will probably be discovered that tho war 
amendments to tho federal constitution 
make their disabilities n specific disqualifica- 
tion. 


Tho second rumor is that tho democratic 


Governor of California, Irwiu, does not pro- 
poso to issue certificates to Hayes electors 
until after he has examined into certain 
alleged frauds in some districts, tbo infer- 
ence being that if his investigation did not 
suit him ho would refuse altogether to issue 
tho certificates, and thus constitute himself 
a returning hoard. 
Tbo republicans answer 


that if the domocratH try any tricks of this 
sort the republican governor of North Caro- 
lina, Brogdon, will decline for much better 
reasons to issue certificates to tho demo- 
cratic electors in that state. It happens that 
North Carolina has ten doctoral votes, whilo 
California has but nix, no that if trickery of 
this kind in to bo played the republicans 
insist that they aro not without remedy.

GRACE DARLING'S HEROISM. 


draco Darling, tho daughter ot tlio keep- 


of of one i.l tho lighthouses upon Ihn J'oru 
Islands, ri perilous eluster of rocku off Saint 
Abliio's lu'iul, was awakened towards the 
morning of tho sixth of .September, 1S;!S, 
l.y shrieks of distress, and when dawuctiuio, 
i.crcuivcd tho rcniiiiua of u wreck upou 
Ijougslonu Island, tho outermost of 
the 


r.raeo invoke hor father anil urged him to 


liuiueh his boat nnd go to tho reseue of auy 
ono who might still bo nlivo iu the stranded 
vessel, but the tide was rising, wind and 
sea were wild, and the old man hung back. 
Grace however, wus sure that she discerned 
a movement on tho wreck, as ihough living 
beings woro still there, nnd seizing an oar 
placed herself in tho boat, which she was 
well ablo to manage. 
Her father could not 


lut her go uloiio, nud they rowed oil' togeth- 
er ^in n tremendous sea, encouraged by per- 
cuiving that niuo persons were still clinging 
to the fore part of tho ship. 
Tho father 


after many vain attempts, succeeded ill 
landing on the rock, and uniting his way 
to tho wreck, whilo Grace rowed off and on 
among the breakers, dexterously guiding 
hor little boat, which but for her excellent 
management would havo been dashed to 
pieces against tho rocks. ' 


Ouo by one, with the utmost euro and 


skill, tho niuo survivors were placed in the 
boat and carried to the lighthouse, whoro 
Grace lodged, fed aud nursed them for two 
whole days, 
boforo 
tho storm 
abated 


enough for communication, with tho main- 
land. One of them wan a lady, whoso two 
children of elovou and eight years old had 
actually boon buffeted lo death by the waves 
while she held them iu her arms, and who 
was BO much injured herself that it was long 
before she could leave her bed. 


The vessel was the Forfarshirc, a largo 


steamer plying between Hull . and Dundee. 
Her boilers had been out of order, their 
lealiago had rendered llio engines useless, 
and when the storm arose the ship was un- 
manageable without her steam, and was 
driven helplessly upon tho Fern Mauds. 
Tho only boat had been lowered by eight of 
tho sailors, who were pushing off in hor, 
when one gentleman rushed upon the deck, 
seized .1 rope aud swung himself in after 
them. These niuo wero picked up by f. 
sloop, and saved. 
Of the others, tho whole 


number had either been drowned in their 
berths, or washed off the wreck, except four 
of tho crow and live passengers,whom Grace 
Darling's valor had rescued. 
The entire 


number of the lost is uot known, but more 
than forty had certainly got on hoard at 
Hull. Some sailors at Sunderlnud went out 
to Iho wreck during Iho storm at the peril of 
their lives, but found only corpses to bring 
away. Grace's noble conduct rang through 
England, and every testimonial that could 
be offered was sent lo her. 
Wo believe Ihis 


brave girl soon after died of decline. — ! Miss

that havo beou cleared iu time, should bo 
plowed in readiness for early sowing of oats 
iu spring, 
ff roots nro to follow tho com, 


the stubble limy bo plowed flt oncofuul sown 
with rye. Throe or four bushels should be 
sown to tho acre. This ryo will furnish n 
heavy crop of greuu fodder next May, or nn 
excellent early pasture iu the spring, or may 
be plowed imdea ns a greou manuring. In 
mther oflsa the expense of the seed, which is 
the only outlay, will bo many times repaid 
ID tho increase of tho folio wing crop. 


Cows.—As soon as cows are put to dry 


feed, tho milk fulls oft', but if they nro well 
fud, what is lost iu quantity is gained in 
quality. A cow that is milking should have 
at laast two quarts of mixed coru-moal and 
brand daHy, with as much chaffed hay as 
she will eat. A cow will usually eat 
"two 


bushels of the chaff in a day. Some roots 
iu addition would bo useful. Dry cows 
should havo one quart daily; it will not hurt 
a cow to take on c littlo fat a this season, 
nor make her milk any less when she comes 
In. 


CALVES AND YKARLISOS should be kept 


growing. A chock at this season can not 
be made up through tho winter.
